65 CnrlouUs of Dirt Dally 


"At the present time we are using 


two gravel trains to haul ailing from 
West Chelmsford to Middlesex village. 
We are putting in 65 carloads of dirt 
each day there and the dirt already 
dumped there makes a pretty good 
showing. 
This dirt is brought down 


to what is to be the storage rard for 
passenger coaches. 
It is to be . west 


of .Baldwin street. 
There will be 10 


tracks in this yard including an in- 
bound track and an outbound track. 
It 
provides storage for 
6S 
Yb-foot 
coaches. 
The distance, from the round 


house to the beginning of this yard 


about 1000 feet. 
This yard will 


have 600 feet of trackage and before 
the tracks can be laid, it will be nec- 
essary to cover the site to a depth of 
live feet of dirt tilling and two feet 
of ballast. 


"South of the present main line, be- 


tween Baldwin street and the Amer- 
ican Factory exchange building, four 
freight tracks running parallel with 
the main line will be built.

tracks will be 1-900 feet long with a 
capacity of 143 cars.

This freight yard starts at Pawtucket 
street. 


"The magnitude of the filling job 


we have nn hand here is indicated by 
the fact that, in order to provide a 
foundation for the round house and 
the freight yards I tell you about, it 
will be necessary to fill an area of 13 
acres to an average depth of 7 feet. 
The gravel trains started work August 
1st and we expect this tilling job will 
be finished soon after Dec. 1st. About 
60 men are now employed on our grad- 
ing operations. 
We could use more 


if it were possible for us to get them 
but we have hard work finding men. 


"In order to build these freight yards 


at Middlesex village the old Black 
Brook culvert will have to be ex- 
tended 60 feet and carpenters are at 
work building the concrete forms for 
this now. The old railroad station 
known as Middlesex- has had to be 
moved back 13 feet. 
All these freight 


yards will be lighted by electricity. In 
reality these yards are what experts 
call classification yards and their be- 
ing built here is to be of inestimable 
value to Lowell and the surrounding 
territory because it will mean that tne 
freight service can be speeded up in 
many ways.

"posed by President Wilson, we feel 
that it will be almost as distasteful 
to England as to Germany. We have 
no doubt that England intends to hold 
the- German colonies as the only rec- 
ompense she can have for. the vast 
losses 
inflicted 
upon her shipping; 


but if the plan of national self-deter- 
mination be applied to any, it musi be 
equally applied to all, and hence the 
German colonies too, if fit for self gov- 
ernment, must be given the free exer- 
cise of that privilege. 


The Philippines nestling under the 


wing of the United States, must also 
be set free in the new order of things 
and like all other small powers, de- 
pend upon the international 
armies 


provided by ihe League of Peace for 
protection. 


But will Japan join the League of 


Nations to be framed after the war 
to guarantee or enforce peace,? That 
is a problem that remains to be de- 
termined. 


It would be a disappointing situation 


If the international army to compel 
peace, should have to go to war with 
any power or number of powers for 
that purpose. Whether colonialism as 
It exists today will be modified and to 
what extent when peace is declared, 
is one of the great questions that must 
be jointly passed upon at the peace 
table after the war. 


According to the Wilson idea, the 


people of each nation and state will 
own the soil and be, their own rulers 
acknowledging subservience to no pow- 
er except thuy so elect, but in any 
case to bo protected againsi injustices 
and exploitation.

STATE HOUSE, Boston. Oct. 1.- 


sugsestion that every one in Massachu- 
setts write a letter on Saturday, Ocr. 
12. to some soldier in France has been 
made to Gbv. McCall, and has met with 
such favor from the chief executiv. 
that he is likely to issue within n. few 
days a proclamation calling upon the 
people to put the plan Into effect. 


Soldiers and civilians who have re- 


turned from France agree that the ono 
yearning of the boys is for "news," and 
yet more news. .Most of them receive 
letters only from their relatives and 
most intimate friends, and 
In some 


cases these are so few in number thAt 
a letter from home is indeed a rare 
thing. 


As laid before the governor, the plan 


is that everyone shall write to a sol- 
dier from his own town. 
It doesn't 


matter in the slightest whether the 
writer is acquainted with the recipient 
of the letter, in fact, it Is felt that 
results will be even better if the let- 
ters arc written to perfect strangers. 
Tht1. governor lias been asked to sug- 
gest that in deciding to whom to send 
the letters, writers will endeavor to 
select'soldiers who have few relatives, 
in order to make a more even dis- 
tribution among tho boys. 


The only suggested limitation upon 


the contents of letters is that there 
shall be no "Gloomy Gus" news. Small 
items of. local gossip, such as nevor 
find their- way into the columns of the 
papers, are just the sort of thing the 
boys devour; for example, they want 
to know who are being talked of as 
slackers, who have 
bought 
Liberty 


bonds, and the names of the workers 
who have made the campaigns 
for 


floating the various issues. 
In short, 


the idea is 
that every Massachusetts 


boy in France shall receive a bundle 
of letters, which in the aggregate will 
give him so much information as to 
happenings at home that Oct. 12 will 
seem like Old Home day to him. 


Gov. McCall thinks highly of the idea

"Treat 'Em Rough," is the inspiration 
of the corps. 


Tank men have to be specialists. It 


requires a high degree, of nerve to get 
inside a perambulating steel monster 
and amble all alone into the enemy's 
lines with the knowledge that every 
battery in reach is trying to put 
a 


shell into you. So the tank men have 
been rather carefully selected. 
Prac- 


tically all of them are volunteers, an& 
it struck me that an overdue propor- 
tion of those I saw have red hair. 


At Tnhyhanna real tank training be- 


gins. 
The recruits are 
concentrated 


first at Gettysburg and taught 
infan- 


try drill, but they come to Tobyhanna 
to get their first look at a tank's in- 
stdes. They are organized

tank and heavy tank battalions.

which teaches skill in handling: the 
tank. This starts with simple driving 
on flat ground and ends with all 
the 


stunts that a tank can be called upon, 
to perform. 


Our heavy tanks will be armed with, 


six-pounder guns and heavy machine 
guns. There Is a school of each, begin- 
ning with the names of the parts, and, 
ending up with some of the most fan- 
cy shooting on the two big ranges that 
any branch of the service can put i_p. 


The personal weapon of the 
tank 


corps is the automatic service

and every man from colonel to cook 
carries one.

All the men get the course in "pro- 


tective camouflage," to hide the tanks

officers. 


This includes minor tactics, map read-- 
Ing, finding of routes, clay modeling of 
contours from maps, and actual field 
work.

For the light tank men the "light 


mechanical school," the "light

ing,"

The organization of our tank corps

consists of five officers and 107 men; 
a Heavy Tank company consists of 21 
officers and 235 men. The majority of 
the enlisted personnel are non-commia- 
sioned officers; there are few privates. 
A tank battalion consists of a head- 
quarters company and three companies 
of heavy or light tanks. A "tank cen- 
ter." -which takes the place of the reg- 
iment, is commanded by a lieutenant 
colonel, and consists of a

battalions of light tanks, a salvage and 
repair company, and a 
supply com-

Tribute to President 


Great Speech

Conditions That Must Pre- 


vail Before League of Na- 


tions Can Be Possible 


LONDON. 
Monday., Sept. .30.—The 


wrongs of subordinated peoples mu.u 
be righted and territories occupied by 
Germany since the beginning of the 
war must have complete freedom be- 
fore a League of Nations could bo pos- 
sible and peace secured to the world 
said Arthur J. Balfour. British foreign 
secretary at the Guild hall today. Ha 
explained President "Wilson's recent 
speech In New York and gave his sup- 
Port to the ideas outlined in it. 


"Mr. Bor.ar Law has dealt with the 


financial aspect of the struggle." said 
Mr. Balfour. "Let me deal with a point 
of future security. Th°- full magnitude 
of all the issues before mankind Is 
thoroughly realized. 
America 
came 


into the war fully conscious of whit 
those issues were 
and very 
wisalv 


named its great financial effort after 
the cause which It had at heart, for 
that cause was liberty for the world. 


"There is yet another cause, not em- 


bodied in a name, but present to the 
hearts and consciences of Americans 
as to the hearts and consciences of 
British, French and Italians, namely, 
that if we 
failed in this crisis not 


merely to win the war, but to see that 
such wars do not recur, our task would 
be but half accomplished. 


"I am confident you all have 
r--" 


President Wilson's speech. It had all 
those characteristics which make his 
public utterances unique in state docu- 
ments. It 
had eloqnence, directness 


and the magnificence of stylo to which 
he has accustomed us. 
Wearisome 


formalities were absent. 
His main 


theme was this: That 
if the world 


would make sure that. It Is going to 
have peace, it must come to some ar- 
rangement by which malefactor^ or 
would-be malefactors arc to be kept in 
order by a league of nations.

ably insist, for example, upon her right 
to retain Tsing-Tao, the Chinese c'M- 
ony she captured from Germany. She 
may want to extend her influence from 
South Manchuria into North Manchuria. 
What concessions she will want in part 
of Mongolia and in the littoral prov- 
inces of Siberia, at some future date, 
no man can tell.

to the western powers: 


"Examine our achievements in Korea. 


See whether wo have wrought good [ 
nr^evil In the cases where we have! 
carried beyond the islands tho kind 
of civilization you havo been teaching: 
ua. See how our colonial record com- 
pares with that of others. 
Then— 


Judge- tho future by tho past, anU lot 


quering Japanese who had feeling and

over 


Korea's death it may' be imagined that 
the Koreans themselves ehed tears by 
the bucketful. 


However, it was not a unique sigh:. 


Other nations have absorbed other na- 
tions. 
U is not right, but it is the 


world's way. Japan merely played tho 
game as many others had played it 
before her—and were still playing It. 
And, 
once this fact is eliminated from 


the discussion, Japan is able to claim 
that her rule in Korea has been .1 
practical success. 


Even Japan's critics agree that the 


old Korean government died because it 
was unfit to survive. It was inefficient, 
corrupt, decadent—to the last degree 
Two stories, they may be fables, il- 
lustrate this. 


A provincial official, remote 
from 


Seoul, the capll.il, was learned by the 
court to have amassed $600 by extreme 
frugality. 
Ho 
was 
appointed lord 


hlfrh chamberlain of tho Back Stairs, 
or arimelhlnfr of thft sort. Honored, he 
accepted. 
He was then informed the 


appointment had cost him 3500. 
He 


protested he could not afford the honor 
and declined. Whal! Tlofuso to nerve 
the king? 
Insult him! Lose majcstc! 


Treason! JIc must bo an enemy, per- 


haps a conspirator. He was thrown 
Into prison and fined all his" money— 
having In tho end neither appointment 
nor cash. 


.Vo Forrati There 


Korea is practically denuded of trees. 


This explanation Is offered. 
In tho 


old days the crown, aware that Its 
scandalous misrule I -rdly bred popu- 
larity, denied its subjects the right, to 
bear arms, thai insuring Us safety 
from revolt. But wild beasts, hiding 
In forests, killed peasants going from 
village to village. 
If they could not 


bear arms might they not cut down the 
forests? The crown assented and they 
did. 


Whether or not the stories are true 


is unimportant. They suggest tha at- 
mosphere of the old Korea. The people 
lived In squalor because as soon as 
they "sot a dollar ahead" the crown 
took the dollar. And actually a squal- 
id home became the only safeguard 
against extortion. 


In 1916, after five years as a part 


of the Japanese empire, Korea's agri- 
cultural and industrial products had 
more than doubled. The production of 
rice had increased 50 per cent. Cot- 
ton and grown four-fold. Marine an-1 
mineral products had almost doubled. 
Factory 
output 
had 
more 
than 


doubled. 


More than 250.000.000 trees had been 


planted as part of a program of refor- 
estation. 
Good roads had been built, 


and were In the building. The gov- 
ernment revenue had doubled. So had 
Imports and exports. 
A remarkable 


agricultural and industrial experlmeit 
station was teaching Koreans how to 
increase their farm productivity. 
SiiK 


culture had been introduced. Irriga- 
tion had been started. 
Public Health Improved 


The public health had been improved, 


through better sanitation and the ex- 
tension of modern medical practice. 
The number of schools and pupils ha.1 
been trebled. 
The natives were ac- 


quiring; surplus money and were de- 
positing it In the Japanese banks, in- 
stead of distrustfully burying it on 
their farms. And Koreans were taking 
Into court of law even their disputes 
against Japanese, whereas under the 
old regime to go to law was equival- 
ent to going into a bandit gang. 


Korean agriculture 
has 
been im- 


proved. 
Korean communication ' sys- 


tems have been improved. Shops come 
next, and Korea is about to enter into 
an era of industrial development. 


Some accuse the Japanese of sharp 


practices in ousting trade competition. 
Some of the accusations are undoubt- 
edly just. 


One of the biggest and oldest Amsr- 


ican operators in Korea, expressed it 
thus: 
"I have been in Korea under both 


regimes. 
We no longer have the free 


hand to do anything we please, as for- 
merly. The Japanese are most pestif- 
erous and bother the life out of us, 
sometimes unnecessarily. But even for 
my business Interests I Infinitely pre- 
fer the Korea of today. Japanese ad- 
ministration has been a good thing 
for Korea and tho Koreans." 


It has—from that practical point of 


view. 
The Koreans have lost their 


independence. None of them HUo that. 
None are fully reconciled. 
It is a 


tragedy. 
But the only Koreans who 


seem especially concerned about it arc 
the old grafting officials and hangers- 
on, who formerly lived by robbing pen- 
pie and who now must work or starve. 


It would be folly to assume that Ko- 


rea Is going- to 'be administered 
prl=- 


marily for the benefit of the Korean. 
It Is going to be administered pri- 
marily for the benefit of Japan, but 
the Koreans are going to profit and 
prosper thereby. 


And when Japan, pointing to Korea, 


sayn to the powers, "I have been a 
faithful steward over small things, 1 
want 
to 
be steward 
over 
bigger 


things," she will be standing on tne 
firm" rock of actual achievement and 
it will be hard to say her nay.

The Rev. Vvalton S. Danker was rec- 


tor of St. 
John's 
in 
Worcester and 


ranking- chaplain in the -Uasaacmidi^iJi 
militia when the United States entered 
the war. 
lie had been on the .Mexican 


border with Massachusetts men and 
when his division went overseas he 
went also. 
In June on the Toul sector 


he was severely wounded. His younger 
brother, who had seen him a day or 
two perviously on his way to his post 
as a hut secretary near the front lines. 
was summoned to the hospital and was 
witli him when he died. 


Soon afterward he read the service 
as his brother's body was committed 
to the earth in Moncl-la-Tour, a few 
miles from Toul. 
He brought back 


with .him the war cross conferred by 
the Frenc.h government following a 


special citation for distinguished §er- 
vlco in Apremont forest. 
At the same 


ceremony Fr. Duval of the KnlffhU of 
Columbus was similarly honored.

lage for freight yard purposes. It then 
looked as if it would be quite some 
time before active and extensive work 
on the project would start. With tho 
intervening time, however, work has 
not only started, hut progress enough 
made so that Boston and Maine engi- 
neers say flve per cent of the work is 
done.

Already a ICOO-foot dump track in 


the south bound yard in Middlesex vil- 
lage has been built and 2000 feet n* 
track in another part of 
the 
work. 


This makes 3600 feet of track and it ia 
possible that the railroad can get hold 
of 3600 feet more of rails to lay which 
may be put down ihis fall. Apart from 
this, the Middlesex yard 
job 
for the 


lime being necessarily becomes a fin- 
ing. grading and ballasting job, laying 
the foundation, as it were, for the two 
freight yards to be created and com- 
pelled to then wait until rails can be 
obtained which will probably not he 
before next spring.

It is assumed that crosset 
electric wires or a spark from an olec- 
tric motor may have ignited naphtna 
fumes.

of the one-story factory high in ihe 
air, and for several minutes barrels of 
flaming cement were Mown skyward 
In rapid succession. 
OucsfcJe the fac- 


tory, in an iron lank protecied by 
brick and concrete, were 2000 gallons 
of naphtha, that were, fortunately, not 
Ignited. 
Alarms from four differenl 


fire boxes registered almost simultan- 
eously; but only two were sent out. 
aciing as a double alarm. 


Chief Chase kepi several 
streams 


playing upon the naphtha tank and 
succeeded in keeping the flames awaj 
from it. The Inflammable character of 
the material in the faciory was respon- 
sible for a great many explosions, but 
firemen kept at a safe distance and 
none was burned. 


The force of tho explosion was felt 


in the River Works plant'of the Gen- 
eral Electric company and Supt. Baker, 
fearing that a disaster had occurred, 
organized the fire-fighting force and 
the other emergency units of the com- 
pany, but the fire department needed 
no assistance.

According" to the position taken by 


President Wilson and largely adopted 
by the entente allies, each such nation 
must be given the right to settle its 
own destiny without regard to the Im- 
perialistic 
pretensions of any state. 


The rule that the allies have laid down 
10 bind Germany and Austria after the 
war will apply equally to the allied 
powers if they follow it consistently 
by applying it to themselves. Bel- 
gium, Serbia. Montenegro, Rumania, 
Albania, must be evacuated by the 
hostile forces and to each must be 
conceded the privilege of self-deter- 
mination. The same rule will apply to 
Armenia, Mesopotamia 
and Arabia. 


These provinces can never again be 
turned over to the tender mercy of 
Turkey however tempered by compul- 
sory justice under the new order of 
things. 


There must ba some provision in the 


: peace settlement 
for re-paratlon for 


the -wanton outrages and destruction 
of life and property by Germany in 
Belgium and other provinces devastat- 
ed by the war.' But there cannot be 
punitive indemnities. That is opposed 
to the principles of justice for which 
President Wilson contends. 
Not in a 


thousands years could Germany make 
amends for all the wreck and ruin she 
has caused wherever her war machine 
operated. Even the impartial justice 
advocated by President 
Wilson 
de- 


mands that Germany must make rep- 
aration so far as that is possible for 
her wanton cruelties 
and spoliation 


carried out in violation of international 
laws. The world will not be satisfied 
to let the kaiser go unpunished for his 
redhanded crimes. 


Germany will get off more easily 


than she deserves; but them will be 
no kaiser in the new Germany. That 
embodiment of fiendish cruelty 
and 


barbarism, that vain and conscience- 
less blasphemer will no longer have 
any voice in the direction of world 
affairs, nor even of German affairs 
where the people will be their own 
rulers, no longer to be trained as cattle 
lor the slaughter whenever a coterie 
of Prussian autocrats see fit to make 
war on other nations. 
But the prin- 


ciples of impartial justice as laid down 
by President Wilson as the basis of all 
future international relations if com- 
bined with the self-determination 
of 


nations and peoples, will have a more 
far reaching effect than most people 
imagine. For example, states such as 
Canada, Australia, India, Ireland and 
many of the now warring nationalities 
of Russia, may demand national inde- 
pendence or the right to work out 
their own destiny without subjection to 
any imperial power. 
Should that b< 


the outcome of the plan of peace pro- 
posed by President Wilson, we feel 
that it will be almost as distastefu 
to "England as to Germany. We have 
no doubt that England iniends to hoK 
the German colonies as the only rec- 
ompense she can have for the vas 
losses 
inflicted 
upon her shipping 


but if the plan of national self-deier- 
rnination be applied to any, it musi be 
equally applied to all, -and hence th 
German colonies too, if fit for self gov- 
ernment, must he given the free exer- 
cise of that privilege. 


The Philippines nestling under thi 


wing of the United States, must a!s< 
be set free in the new order of thing; 
and like all other small prfwers, de 
pend upon the international 
armiu: 


provided by the League of Peace fo 
protection. 


But will Japan join the League o 


Nations to be framed after the: wa 
to guarantee or enforce peace?

termined. 


It would be a disappointing situatioi

to Metz, with Bulgaria put out ot ac- 
tion, and Turkey undoubtedly ready to 
o.uit. the allied nations may well re- 
joice at the prospect of an early ter- 
mination of the war..
